from his bed in Baypnne hospital 
where he was held, for observa- 
tion. 


"I thank God I'm 
here," he 
said. "It was the worst of a lot of 
narrow escapes, but these things 
happen." 


Christiansen was trapped yester- 


day 30-feet below the surface of 
the Kill Van Kull, a channel in 
New York harbor which separates 
Staten Island from New 
Jersey. 


Mud walls of a 10-foot deep tele 
phone cable trench caved in and 
buried him. 


"The 
whole 
mud bank came 
tumbling over and sent me under," 
Christiansen said. "I was crowded 
over like an accordion." 


Almost 
miraculously 
the tele- 


phone and air cables to his helmet 
were not pulled loose by the weight 
of the tons of mud which engulfed 
him. 


From 10:30 a. .m., when'the ac- 


cident occurred, until 2:27 p. m., 
when navy divers rescued him, 
Christiansen kept telephone 
con- 


tact wilit the surface and helped 
direct operations. 


"While I was down there I did 
a lot of praying," he said. The 
men on the surface end of 
his 


telephone line said that time and 
again they heard Christiansen,' a 
devout member of the Pentceostal 
church, murmur prayers that he 
might be saved. 


Severrc Hague, a civilian divei, 
was the first to go down to try to 
helo Christiansen after he reported 
he had been buried. Hague report- 
ed his fellow diver was covered 
by 15 tons of mud. 


At first Christiansen was 
con- 


vinced that no rescue attempt was 
being made. He told the men on 
top: 


"You're talking 
through 
your 
hat. You're lying. They're not try- 
ing to get me out.'' 


At one time he gave up hope. 
"Cut my lines," he pleaded. "I 
cant stand it any longer.
